• Call your airline to confirm departure time.
• If you will need to park, call 602-273-4545 to find out which

parking lots are open. 
• Don’t wrap packages because they’ll be unwrapped as you pass

through security.  
• Give yourself plenty of time. You’ll need extra time for driving

(there’s a lot of freeway construction around the airport), parking,
checking in and getting through security.  

• Plan on arriving at the airport two hours before your plane is
scheduled to depart.

• If you’re picking up family and friends, get their flight information
ahead of time so you can call the airline to confirm the arrival time.

2004 bulk trash collection schedule
Four times a year city crews collect bulk trash. 

Some items are not acceptable for bulk trash collection. 
Please visit the city’s Web site or call customer service (see
Web address and telephone number below) for more
information. To take advantage of this residential collection: 
� Locate your area number on the map.
� Find the area number on the schedule.
� The first date listed is the date you may begin

placing bulk trash out for collection.
� The second date listed is the date city crews will

begin collection.
� Bulk trash must be placed out by 6 a.m. on the date

‘collection begins.’ Crews do not make return trips.
� Trash must be placed at least five feet from any

object, such as utility pole, cable box, water meter,
mailbox, refuse container, etc. All material should be
neatly stacked.

� For alley collection, place bulk trash behind your
property only. Do not place trash behind neighbor’s
property or in utility easements.

� For curbside collection, place bulk trash on
the front edge of your property
behind and parallel to the sidewalk
or curb. Do not place trash on the
sidewalk or in the street.
One week rule – City ordinance allows

one week prior to the scheduled collection
week to place bulk trash out for collection.
Please plan your clean-ups accordingly.
It is a violation of city ordinance to place
bulk trash out before the ‘placement begins’
date listed. Failure to comply may result in
enforcement action.

The city, A to Z Equipment Rentals & Sales and Phoenix Clean 

and Beautiful will provide opportunities for residents to recycle
Christmas trees.  Fourteen city parks will accept single trees from
residents any time between Friday, Dec. 26, and Sunday, Jan. 11, 
in designated areas where special collection bins are located. 
Last year approximately 80,000 trees were recycled into mulch 
for use on city projects.

Trees also may be left at the city’s
transfer station at 27th Avenue and
Lower Buckeye Road or the city’s
landfill at 31st Avenue and Happy
Valley Road. Sites are open 5:30 a.m.
to 5 p.m. weekdays and 8 a.m. to 
4 p.m. weekends. The 27th Avenue 
site is closed Sundays. The service is
free to Phoenix residents who drop off
one tree. 

Watch your holiday
recyclables
The city’s residential
recycling program does
not accept the following
holiday-related materials:

Plastic or foil wrapping
paper; ribbons/bows/yarn;
foil-embossed greeting cards;
plastic bubble wrap from toys; peanut-size
packing materials; confetti; Christmas tree
decorations; strings of lights or light bulbs;
Christmas trees (artificial or real); holiday
decorations such as wreaths, candles and
ceramics; electrical extension cords; paper
cups; and plastic utensils, plates and cups.

Cease the grease
If you ever get the urge to pour

grease down your kitchen sink, forget it.
Grease can block your sewer lines

and cause overflows that can damage
your personal property and may result
in costly repairs.  

And, even if grease escapes your
drains and makes its way to the city
sewer system, the high cost of sewer
line cleaning comes from your tax
dollars.

So, the city is asking you to “Cease
the Grease.”  

Never pour grease or cooking oil into
sink drains, garbage disposals or toilets.
Instead, scrape grease and food scraps
from plates, pots, pans and utensils into
a can, jar, plastic bag or paper towel for
disposal into your trash can.

A to Z Equipment Rentals & Sales also will
accept trees at no charge from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m.
Dec. 26 through Jan. 3, except on Dec. 31 when
times are 9 a.m. to noon. These sites are closed 
on Sundays. Phoenix stores are located at

polluting water, killing
vegetation and
endangering wildlife?  

The city’s storm drains collect and
carry rainwater from city streets directly
to rivers, washes and local parks.

You can be a solution to pollution, by
not dumping pollutants and chemicals
such as motor oil, household-cleaning
products, swimming pool water and
other wastes into storm drains.
